By the middle of the 1600's the Roman Catholic clersy 
prevailed and #0 on October 1*, L6AS Louis XIV pronounced the 
Edlet of Nantes revoked. Aut the Mluguenots continued to per- 
siat and in 1745 to 1754 there was considerable volume in 
Cervantes and Languedoc. By the efforts of Lafayette and others 
‘an édict bf November 1787 restored the validity of their mar- 
riages and some other civil rights. 

The law of Decomber 9, L905 which separated church and 
state finally halted the ever-continuing strife and a measuce 
of freedom for French Protestanti: 

‘Some went first to Holland, some to the Island of 
Jorsey (whore today they Live under the name of Lanpriere) 
tome to England and some to Ireland.
